LATE BEPORT 


At the home of North Carolina’s 
Star Farmer of America, Farm 
AND Rancu found a living, breathing, 
sweating example of how a Southern 
family can survive and succeed on 
the farm—and do it without a stack 
of subsidy checks from Uncle Sam. 

Clarence Chappell Jr. and his dad 
—now partners on their farm near 
Belvidere, N. C.—own just 225 acres 
of land. But they rent 400 acres 
more from owners who know much 
less about how to use it. 

In the entire 625-acre operation, 
government dictates the farming (by 
controlling production and price) 
for only 25 acres 

The Chappells grew 22 acres of 
peanuts this year—and 3.4 acres of 
cotton. On the other 600 acres they 
produce as they see fit and can—and 
they market as they please 

There is no Soil Bank acreage on 
this farm. The Star Farmer of 
America just plain “ couldn't 
afford it.” Young Clarence explains 
that besides the loss of acreage in 
the Bank—they would have been 
limited to about 52 acres of corn 
this year, and they needed over 275 
acres of corn in their business for 
grain and silage. (They're in a com- 
mercial corn county.) The younger 
Chappell declined to pay the price 
for government gravy 

He did get a little ACP money this 
year (something less than $200). But 
it was for winter cover crops and 
ditching, practices the young farmer 
freely admits he would follow as 
needed—with or without govern- 
ment aid 

And he could afford to. Clarence 
Jr. paid income tax last year (the 
year before he was 21) on $10,000 

A recent inventory shows young 
Chappell’s assets at something over 
$70,000 (including a $12,000 home 
finished for his bride last Decem- 
ber). What he has, he accumulated 
over the past seven years with proj- 
ects carefully supervised by his Vo- 
Ag teacher and club agent—and with 
help and wise counsel from a farm- 
er-father not afraid of change 

Why didn't he go to college? Sim- 
ple. He couldn't spare the time 
and production loss from the de- 
manding business he had molded by 
the time he finished high school. 

The formula he used is simple, 
even if hard to grasp by a generation 
of farmers reared in the cotton 
patch. Clarence applied it mainly 
through livestock, but is sure it will 
hold true with other commodities. 
By way of proving it, he points to

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pullets to be raised in 1958 if egg supplies 

in 1958-59 are to continue at about this year's 
level, concludes Poultry Survey Committee of 
Amer. Feed Manufacturers Assn. in recent report. 
Any sizable increase in the number of replace- 
ment pullets will result in greater production 
in the summer and fall of 1958 than can be 

moved at prices as high as this fall, predicts 
the committee. 

Modern hens are laying at higher rates 
each year, with the increased rate of lay more 
than offsetting the gains occurring in the 
U. S. population. National laying flock at 
end of '57 will be about 330 million layers 
--35% less than a year earlier. A. U. S. laying 
flock of about this size will lay almost as 
many eggs in 1958 as 1957 production. 

Egg prices to producers for the rest of 
‘57 and into 1958 are expected to average above 
the unusually depressed level of a year earlier. 
This will move poultrymen to hold more of their 
hens for a longer period of lay. In spite 
of this year's 18% cut in chickens raised, per 
capita egg supplies in 1957-58 will not be 
much lower than the 1956 level of 369 eggs. 

Feed costs will likely be lower in '58 
than a year earlier because of ingredient costs 
and greater feeding efficiency. 





THE RECORD PRODUCTION of 81 million turkeys this 


year, plus the large carryover of cold storage 
holdings, should result in grower prices about 
2 to 3 cents per pound lower than a year ago, 
during the remainder of the marketing season. 

Unless turkey numbers are reduced next 
year, the committee expects no improvement in 
prices for the 1958 crop. They see little 
likelihood of any improvement in consumer 
demand and expect competing meats to be more 
plentiful, at relatively lower prices. Also, 
the '58 crop will face a burdensome carryover 
in cold storage holdings unless even more 
aggressive merchandising practices are initiated 
in the early part of 1958.

FERTILIZE TO FIT 


When's a pound not a pound? 


When it’s fertilizer used on dry ground 


HEN there's the story about the amateur Burbank 

who developed the perfect hybrid corn. It was 
a fancy cross between corn, mistletoe, poison ivy, water- 
melon and tumbleweed. Idea was to have a do-it-your- 
self corn plant that'd strangle all the competing weeds 
in the field as they came up, and poison all the insects 
trying to eat the corn. (You never saw bugs eating 
poison ivy, did you?) And if it turned dry, the water- 
melons would burst and irrigate the whole crop. Then 
at the end of the season, the whole thing would break 
loose, tumble down the rows and stack itself in the barn. 

It made some of the prettiest whatchamacallit plants 
you ever saw, too. Only trouble was, the ears had water- 
melon seeds instead of corn on them. 

You couldn't blame him for trying, though. He just 
wanted to even up the odds against crop farmers—without 
the sweat and big investment it takes to try to out- 
maneuver nature. 

Crop farmers in three states—Virginia, North Carolina 
and South Carolina—do now have something new in the 
way of an aid to outguessing the weather. In those three 
states (some other states will follow later) bulletins have 
recently been completed which chart the detailed history 
of weather behavior in every portion of each state. The 
bulletins are too technical for most folks to wade through, 
but with some study they can be figured out. 

It may be true that only fools and Republicans try to 
say for sure what the weather’s going to do next, but the 
weather statistics in the three states’ bulletins do show 
a surprising pattern. It’s enough, anyway, to figure out 
the long-terrn odds that there'll be a drouth, or no drouth, 
during any part of the year. For example, you can 
figure that the odds are, say, 1 in 10 that there'll be 
seriously sub-normal rainfall in a certain location in 
North Carolina next year. 

Either by using this rather complicated but fairly error- 
free procedure, or your personal-recollection weather- 
wisdom, you can anticipate what the weather's most likely 
to do during the next growing season. Then—if you 
can’t or don’t want to irrigate—you can farm to meet the 
rainfall odds: Plan a cropping and fertilizing system 
that'll hedge against the probable rainfall pattern 

Drouth-wise dryland wheat farmers in the Southern 
Great Plains do it something like this: Wheat or oats 
that’s needed for winter grazing gets a shot of phosphorus 
and a small amount of nitrogen at seeding time. If it’s for 
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grain only—and no grazing is needed—phosphorus is all 
it gets at seeding time. The nitrogen is withheld for the 
late winter or spring top-dressing. But if it then appears 
that there isn’t going to be enough moisture in time for 
the crop to make good use of the nitrogen top-dressing, 
it may be withheld altogether. 

It’s a system that makes sense, says Oklahoma State 
University’s Dr. Billy Tucker, because the fall application 
of phosphate gives the grain a good kickoff and growth 
boost even if it’s dry, but small grain doesn’t get much 
kick from nitrogen if it’s dry. And the phosphate fertilizer 
has two more advantages over the nitrogen: It’s a lot 
cheaper per pound, and most of it will carry over to the 
next crop if there’s not enough moisture for the current 
small grain crop to use it all. Very little nitrogen will 
carry over through a summer. 


What Where It's Wet? 

In the wetter country, there’s always some moisture for 
the cool-season crop; there’s nearly always enough to get 
some response to nitrogen. But, with the trend toward 
heavier and heavier rates of fertilization for cash crops, 
knowing how much fertilizer to use can be a problem. The 
standard recommendations are made for average con- 
ditions. (See “What’s An Extra Bag Worth?”, April 
issue.) 

At South Carolina’s Clemson College, USDA crops re- 
searcher O. W. Beale has found that over-fertilizing can 
hurt corn, too. Mulch-planted corn has responded profita- 
bly to nitrogen side-dressing of as much as 120 pounds an 
acre (more than twice the normal recommended rate) 
when it’s applied in the usual narrow bands. But the 
corn won't go for much more than that—particularly in 
dry weather. Go much over that rate, and yields start 
falling off. Apparently, the roots that reach the high con- 
centration of fertilizer, can’t take such a heavy dose. So 
they die or stop growing, and much of the fertilizer then 
is never taken up by the corn plant at all. When there’s 
more moisture, however, the fertilizer disperses through 
the soil better, and there’s not such a heavy concentration. 

But crops can’t benefit from extra-heavy fertilization 
without plentiful moisture. The super-yields of the 
Mississippi champions have been made with the aid of 
irrigation, or with nearly-perfect rainfall conditions. 
Agronomists in the higher-rainfall country figure that 
super-fertilizing is a safe bet only if the odds are pretty 
well in your favor. 
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THE MOISTURE? 


Fertilizer made the difference between the pasture 
on the right side of the fence and the inadequately 
fertilized pasture on the left. When moisture’s 
plentiful, the amount of grazing you get from a 
pasture can be regulated by when and how much 
you fertilize with nitrogen. Several applications of 
nitrogen during the growing season can “spread 
out” the grazing and help prevent: surplus of 
grazing during peak season and shortage of graz- 
ing during remainder of season. But pastures can't 
respond to fertilizer unless there is some moisture.

Timing of ferti- 
lizer application makes a difference in amount of 
winter grazing you'll get from small grains as well 
as in grain yields, because it helps regulate rooting 
and stooling and—where winter freezing is a prob 
lem—ability of the plants to survive cold weather. 
When and how much you fertilize affects protein 
content of grain as well as the amount of grain 
which is produced and size (test weight) of grains.

How wheel-track planting saves 


The problem of adapting larger tractors and four-row 


equipment to wheel-track planting has been one of the 


biggest drawbacks to the whole idea of minimum tillage 
In Union County, Ky. a few

With Nitrogen, Increases Yields 


Beale’s system of wheel-track planting works for al- 
most any row crop, either for plow-planting behind the 
moldboard plow (as in large photo) or for mulch-planting 
in a heavy straw or other residue (as in smaller photo). 
Plow-planting is done by plowing the field with no pre- 
liminary tillage, then planting right after plowing, with 
no further seed bed preparation Biggest success of the 
planter has been the excellent stands Beale has had un- 
der almost all conditions. Wheel-track planted corn (with 
minimum tillage) has made yields about the same as corn 
planted by the conventional method—plowing early, then 
working the ground several times to pulverize and com- 
pact it before planting. Part of Beale’s trick to getting 
good yields with corn plow-planted in residue is in put- 
than usual.

In the Corn Belt, and even as far south as Blacksburg, 
Va. a heavy surface mulch sometimes has slowed growth 
of the young corn in early spring.

How far will integration go? 


O Midwestern congressman is likely to see it as 

a vote-getting plank for his campaign platform, 
no federal judge will hand down a decree about it, no 
national guard will be called out to prevent it 

Yet some of the most integrated sections of the country 
are in the deep South, and more are integrating fast. 

Call it agricultural integration, creeping monopoly, con- 
tract peonage or contract farming; it’s a trend that could 
eventually change the pattern of living in the rural 
South more than the other kind of integration. But it'll 
probably be so spotty you may not realize it’s happen- 
ing. Here’s how it has happened in some instances: 

@ Tens of thousands of small farmers are being 
forced to turn from the customary cash crops to “special- 
ty” crops, livestock and poultry. But it takes special 
know-how, plenty of capital and short-cuts to feed and 
supply sources—which many small farmers don’t have 
to make a go with these products on a small acreage. 
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bankers, especially some who've been

@ Some kinds of farming, such as broiler production, 
have fast moved from settin’ hen and slop bucket to com- 
mercialized operations too big and often too specialized 
to be self-sufficient.

LOOK at USDA’s 1958 budget shows 
a whopping planned expenditure of five 
and a third billion dollars. Some 3.6 
billion comes from the controversial an- 
nual budget—the rest from permanent 
appropriations, loan authorizations and 
other revolving funds. 

Department of Agriculture agencies 
will cost taxpayers approximately $1,185 
per farmer (as defined by census) in 
federal funds next year. Dissolve the 
Department and “divvy up” the money 
among farmers and that’s what your 
share would be in ‘58. 

Go one more step to include state and 
county taxes spent on agriculture and 
you can add another $19 to your “take.” 
(A typical Southern state, North Caro- 
lina, spends $5.54 per farmer in state 
money for research; $13.45 per farmer 
from state and county taxes for Exten- 
sion work.) Added to federal spending, 
this brings each farmer’s share of serv- 
ice, or cash, to $1,204. 

Of all the farm “programs” proposed 
to date, none we know of has suggested 
that we divide up the cash and send 
the bureaucrats home. For one thing, 
the Department’s assignments are so 
involved that they couldn't be turned 
loose (that’s been part of the scheme). 
For another, some of the most valuable 
services rendered all Americans by their 
government are tangled up in there 
somewhere—and should be salvaged. (If 
you want more reasons—this drastic 
move would probably give rise to 
another “problem,” namely the thou- 
sands of unemployed government 
workers. ) 

But there are some things which could 
be done—either to give you your 12 
hundred dollars worth; or to cut down 
on the outrageous cost of what you now 
receive. 

The truth is that nearly three-fourths 
of that budget will go to programs set 
up for—or because of—direct payments 
to farmers. In reality, farmers will get 
a relatively small portion of the money. 

You'll draw some price support money 
—but USDA will spend over a billion 
dollars (which farmers don’t get) to 
handle and dispose of the surplus price 
supports have already caused. “A million 
a day in storage costs alone,” they quote 
as one expense. 

You may rent some land to the Soil 
Bank. Total cost of this program—in- 
cluding administration and control—will

run “Uncle” something over a quarter 
billion dollars in cost. (Enough to hand 
out $280 apiece to farmers, including the 
five-acre boys.) 

And, chances are, you'll get a small 
check from ACP. Agricultural Conser- 
vation will cost the country $240 million 
next year. 


Too little for too much 


All these payment-to-farmer programs 
—plus CCC and the other programs they 
make necessary—will cost a total of 
$3,797,900,000. That’s 71 percent of the 
budget. Unless your subsidy checks add 
up to $843.97 (your per-farmer share of 
the cost next year) then somebody 
else is getting the cash that your city 
cousins think you receive. 

Here’s what happens to the rest of the 
budget: 

Over half a billion dollars is for loans 

REA and Farmers Home Administra- 
tion—not including cost of administering 
loans. Presumably, a large part of this 
money will be repaid; but each yeal 
sees another big “put-up” from tax 
money. 

A little over one-fifteenth of

LEAF EXPORTERS want an increase in flue- 
cured allotments for 1958. Their views 
were summed up by C. A. Carr, first 

vice president of Dibrell Brothers, Inc. 
and former president of Tobacco Assn. 

of U.S. He told farmers at Danville, 
Va.: "If you had an allotment of 3 acres 
this year you are going to have to grow 
4 acres next year if you want to supply 
the foreign demand." 

Carr said the only way to please 
foreign customers is to give them what 
they want at a reasonable price. “The 
foreign market will not take 500 million 
lbs. of our tobacco a year at a $60 
average--but I am firmly convinced that 
if you produce the kind of tobacco that 
is needed and that you have shown you 
can produce, they will take 500 million 
lbs. out of a crop which averages from 


$50 to $55." 


EXPORT OFFICIALS are plugging their view- 
point at every opportunity. Thus far, 
however, they haven't received much en-= 
couragement from farm and warehouse 
leaders, who point out there's still a 
large surplus of flue-cured despite 

this year's short crop. 

The farm and warehouse groups in- 
sist that supplies must be kept in line 
with demand, and that no increase in 
allotments is justified until Flue-Cured 
Stabilization Corp. stocks have been 
greatly reduced. Answer the exporters: 
"Cut prices on Stabilization stocks and 
we'll buy them." 

The various groups will formally 
present their recommendations on '58 
allotments sometime in November, and 
Sec. Benson will announce the new quota 
by Dec. 1. 








WAREHOUSE AT WENDELL, N. C. gave up its 
price support contract with Stabiliza- 
tion and began selling discount-variety 
tobacco without identifying labels. A 
couple of domestic companies and a few 
speculators purchased some of the 
leaf during the first few days, at an 
average of around $40 a hundred. 

Most of the tobacco, however, re= 





mained unsold at the end of each day's 
sale. A majority of the speculators 
Stopped bidding when they ran into 
trouble disposing of the leaf they had 
bought. 


NO CHANGE IS PLANNED in the "no tol- 
erance" rule under which farmers are 
notified of their planted acreage to the 
nearest hundredth rather than the near- 
est tenth. “If the control program is 
to succeed, measurements must be strict 
and all growers must be convinced they 
are being treated alike," says USDA 
sources. 


THE GOVERNMENT’S VARIETY DISCOUNT pro- 

gram was upheld in court last week by 

federal judge Don Gilliam at Raleigh, 

N. C. He ruled that USDA was within its 

powers in having price support rates on 

35 varieties considered undesirable. 
Gilliam dismissed a petition by 

78 North Carolina growers attacking the 

legality of the program. He upheld 

the government on all points, includ- 

ing a regulation requiring warehouse 

floor identification of tobacco from the 

discounted varieties. 


FARMERS IN NASH COUNTY, N. C. are highly 
pleased with results of a tobacco ro- 
tation which includes small grain and 
fescue grass. Fescue is more resistant 
to nematodes than are the weeds which 
usually follow small grain. It also im- 
proves the condition of the soil and 
increases tobacco yields. Fescue 

Should be seeded along with small grain 
in the fall. 


THE TOBACCO COMMITTEE of the North Caro- 
lina Farm Bureau went on record last 
week in favor of continuing the govern- 
ment variety discount program in 1958. 
They asked that it be administered 

by the same agencies responsible this 
year. They also asked for federal crop 
insurance to be extended into additional 
counties so that growers may plant 
desirable varieties with less risk of 
heavy disease losses.

marketing of the fat hogs. 

To provide the right kind of feeder 
pigs for the parlors—in the South, 
where good feeder pigs are scarce— 
many of the company’s dealers are 
also organizing pig “factories”—sow 
herds, also to be fed largely on con- 
crete, and contracted on a similar 
basis. 

And, to get more hogs eating its 
brand of hog feed, at least one other 
competitive feed company is about 
to launch its own hog program, also 
mostly outside the Corn Belt. 


One thing seems sure! The 
contract poultry and pork trends 
will help make the chicken and 
hog business go professional. Ama- 
teurs can’t stay in the league. True, 
a lot of the pig parlors are going in 
on small, part-time farms—but it’s 
the managerial skill of the feed 
dealer, supervising the units under 
contract to him—that keeps them 
professional. 

Still a novelty, and not yet making 
a noticeable dent in the beef cattle 
business, are contract cattle feedlot 
operations. The feed companies 
haven't shown much desire to ex- 
plore in this direction, but the meat 
packers see some good things in the 
idea of contract tie-ins

The human stomach holds just so 
much, he explained, and “ you 
cannot create a desire for more of 
something there is plenty of 
only for new things (and new 
models) that help consumers keep 
up with the Joneses.” 

‘At the same time,” Shepardson 
declared, “ you cannot give gov- 
ernment protection to one group 
without affecting the rest (of the 
economy). And when you _ get 
enough of these sheltered groups, 
you have a totalitarian government.” 

A fellow banker, Jesse Tapp, of 
the Bank of America, who followed 
Shepardson on the rostrum, de- 
scribed the farmer's plight as “hope- 
less, but not serious.” (Hopeless if 
you listen to the politicians, but not 
serious if you look at the facts.) He 
said, “Farmers are the most credit 
worthy citizens we have—and the 
country banks are in better shape 
than the industrial banks.” 


@ Another Commodity Group Con- 
ference has met in Washington. It 
was the third get-together of the 
new organization—and they have 
planned a fourth for the second week 
in December. So far, members of 
the press have been turned away 
with the explanation that attendance 
is “by invitation only.” Yet, the 
organizers claim to have “invited” 
al] farm groups in the country 

The conference did send a panel 
of its members over to the farm edi- 
tors’ meeting (after the third com- 
modity session closed) to give us a 
“progress report.” They explained 
that they had formed committees 
on: (1) Parity measurement; (2) 
Import control; (3) Public relations; 
(4) Livestock, including dairy and 


poultry; (5) Field crops; and (6) 
Miscellaneous activities 

But some of the questions the 
panel left dangling without answers, 
as far as most of the farm write 
are concerned, were these: 

Does the “Conference” speak with 
full representation from the various 
commodity groups—or only for cer- 
tain factions within the group? 

How do they propose to resolve 
the difference within each group 
where there has been no meeting of 
minds in the past? (For example 
the question of whether we need 
government controls on poultry.) 

How will they resolve differences 
between the different groups any 
better than in the past? (Will wheat 
farmers, for example, agree to let 
corn and cotton farmers have a 
patch of wheat?) 

Will this turn out to be a fourth 
national farm organization (which 
we need like a hole in the head)? 
Or a conference supported actively 
by all the farm organizations? Or 
merely a tool of the Grange to rally 
more support for the commodity-by- 
commodity approach to legislation? 


@ Secretary of Agriculture Benson 
made his strongest statement to date 
about his convictions on controls 
while talking to farm magazine edi- 
tors attending their fall meeting

- October, the sleek, black bulls— 
summer-fed to peak condition 
—are turned with the cows at the 
Northern Virginia Pasture Research 
Station at Middleburg. 

Object: To get a uniform calf drop 
from the Angus herd next July. 

Within a month, breeding is all 
done, and the big bulls will have 
little to do except fatten up again 
until October, 1958. 

The calves are sold in October or 
November as heavy feeders—at 
about 16 months of age. It takes “a 
little pushing” with grain to make 
them weigh 850 to 900 pounds and 
yield carcass weights of around 500 
pounds—which is the goal. But at 
the time of sale, the yearlings have 
known only one winter. There has 
been no trouble in keeping weights 
over the “too light” penalty mark, as 
they are sold on carcass grades. 

July calves hit the ground on 
(usually) lush summer pasture. And 
before the grass goes out in Novem- 
ber they have learned to make good 
use of it. Pasture usually comes in 
again in early April at the station 
and by that time the calf herd is 
really ready to graze. The calves 
have suckled their way through the 
winter, requiring a minimum of feed. 

Cows do well, because they drop 
their calves while in top shape from 
summer and spring grass. They are 
in good condition for carrying their 
offspring through fall and winter. 

The yearlings are sold as feeders 
the following November when the 
pasture starts to fade again. 

On the other hand, calves born 
at the conventional time (for Vir- 
ginia) drop on frozen ground or in 
barren lots during January and 


February. The dams have missed 
the benefit of green grass during the 
last critical months of pregnancy; 
they’ve depended on stored feed. 
This early calf is usually “off the 
cow” by fall and requires feeding 
through the second winter. 

In tests at Middleburg, spring 
calves have gone to market “a little 
heavier.” But the difference is not 
great enough to pay for the extra 
six months keep. And winter keep 
is more expensive than summer 
keep. 

For example, 16 spring calves 
weighed at the station in July this 
year (at 18 months old) averaged 
711 pounds. Sixteen July calves (12 
months old) with similar treatment 
averaged 633 pounds. 


Feeding Proves Helpful 


Finished with grain while still on 
pasture, the spring calves marketed 
at the station a year ago dressed 
an average carcass weight of 556 
pounds 
July calves (same treatment) was 
488 pounds. Grades were in similar 
brackets, with spring calf carcasses 
averaging very slightly better.

However, in other lots 
calves got pasture 
weight differences were bigger. The 
carcass average for spring calves was 
506 pounds; for July calves, 425 
pounds. 

Calves dropped in July face no 
cold weather hazards—and appar- 
ently are not placed at a disadvan- 
tage by hot weather. (Screw worm 
is not a problem in northern Vir- 
ginia.) The cows stay on pasture at 
the station—require little extra at- 
tention.

He owns 73 regis- 
tered Guernseys (26 milking cows 
at present), including two proved 
bulls. Milk goes to a plant—along 
with production from two neighbor- 
ing Guernsey herds—to be sold un- 
der a “Golden” label at a premium 
price. No quota. The plant takes it 
all at the same higher-than-aver- 
age price 

@ He and his Dad produce beef in 
partnership. They have 14 registered 
Angus cows, two grade cows and a 
registered bull They sell

But Extension 
could be commissioned to serve farm 
families only—instead of expanding 
to reach more and more people in 
towns and cities as the farm popula- 
tion grows smaller. 


SCS: It has been suggested that 
the Soil Conservation Service could 
be merged with Extension—and it 
could be. One county farm service 
office is enough. 

Most of the other 
USDA—Forest Service, disaster aid, 
insect and disease eradication, mar- 
ket regulations control, market news, 
crop reporting and other valuable 
works—we could ill afford to do 
without. Into these is not where the 
billions go. 

No need dodging it. We could have 
a farm program that would do more 
for farmers with far less tax money. 

Only when farmers demand it and 
other voters support them (as they 
would) will there be a farm program 
that gives them something like a fair 
shake for their tax dollars.

Somewhere behind Southern lines—All is quiet now 
in occupied Arkansas. Just as it is in Hungary. But 
there are many unknowns: What kind of post-war treat- 
ment will Arkansas get and for what duration? Will 
Arkansas be entitled to its share of the foreign aid money? 
Will Arkansas be re-united or kept divided, like Ger- 
many? Will the Arkansas problem finally have to be 
resolved by the United Nations? (Even the United Nations 
has not ordered forced integration of the Arabs and 
Israelites.) Since the reason the President took over 
Arkansas was mainly because Arkansas was discrediting 
democracy in the eyes of the world, it is only logical that 
Arkansas’ fate be decided by the United Nations. Afte: 
all, didn’t we just get through joining our liberty-loving 
allies, the Russians, to make the world (Arkansas too) 
sate for democracy? 

General Eisenhower and his advisers decided to take all 
of Little Rock by force. Too bad he picked Little Rock 
instead of Berlin. He’s the same General who was a 
party to handing East Berlin to the Russians. 

This second invasion of the South was prepared as 
carefully as the Normandy landing. Nashville and Little 
Rock were considered soft Pushovers. For 
Nashville is the Athens of the South. Seat of culture 
Home of many colleges, three of which are for Negroes 
Little Rock, more Midwestern than old-South, had a 
history of harmonious racial relations. The army recently

Faubus Questionable—Eisenhower Indefensible 


Neither Eisenhower nor Faubus was, I believe, as inter- 
ested in quelling disorder as in enforcing or preventing 
integration. Nobody should have called out any troops, 
inless and until there was actual rioting. Then Faubus 
could have called the Guard out, if the Little Rock 
police couldn’t handle it. Whereas Faubus’ actions were 
questionable, Eisenhower's were indefensible 

Eisenhower created a cruel and unconstitutional pre- 
cedent reminiscent of and leading to a police state. Con- 
gress last summer passed a law denying use of federal 
troops in civil rights cases. 

“In the name of God—in the name of decency—what is 
happening in America?” Faubus cries. “Is every right re- 
served to the states by the federal constitution now lost?” 
No, but they soon will be, unless the people soon rebel 
and re-take their government. 

The 14th Amendment says that only Congress—not the 
Supreme Court nor federal troops—‘“shall have power to 
enforce, by appropriate legislation the provisions of this 
article.” 

The Southern states were being occupied when they

passed the 14th and 15th Amendments, relative to race 
relations. The South had the choice of agreeing to the 
amendments or being denied readmittance to the Union 
and remaining an occupied province (without Marshall 
Plan). Nowhere does the Constitution state that education 
is any business of the federal government. The 14th 
Amendment, on which the Supreme Court based its 
Black Monday decision, says that no state shall “deny to 
any person within its jurisdiction the equal protection of 
the laws.” Are separate-but-equal schools not equal 
protection of laws? 

Congress has never passed a law forbidding segre- 
gation in schools or anywhere else. Only the Supreme 
Court has passed such a law. And Supreme Courts can’t 
pass laws, according to the Constitution. So integration 
is not the law of the land. 

This integration fight has a strong political flavor 
Political justices set the stage for the political players of 
both parties. 

The integration show is being run by Tricky Dickie 
Nixon, member of NAACP, Sherman Adams, de facto 
President, and Herbert Brownell, U. S. Attorney General 


A Plague On Both Their Houses 


This is just the beginning of a struggle that will grow 
more bitter. This putsch was designed to force a show- 
down in the South before congressional elections of 1958 
and the presidential elections of 1960 when the big city 
Negro vote is figured to be the balance of power 

But it’s far from a Republican-Democratic fight in 
the old sense that the Republicans represent the North 
and the Democrats the South. Main criticism of Eisen- 
hower by the leading lights of the Democratic Party has 
been that he didn’t occupy Arkansas soon enough 
Stevenson, Harriman, Truman “would have acted sooner.” 
Meyner, Kennedy, Humphrey, Kefauver, Soapy Williams, 
Walter Reuther, Wayne Morse. from which left wing 
group the next Democratic presidential candidate will 
doubtless come, would have been tougher on the South 
than Eisenhower. During the last campaign Stevenson 
criticised Eisenhower for being too friendly to the South 
The answer is obvious: Politically, the South should se- 
cede and form or join a new party
